‘‘had been scornfully rejected by the’ tory gov- 
ernment. Agitation caused the government 
to eat its words. They themselves proposed, 
in 1887, the bill they had rejected by an over- 
whelming majority in 1886. But nothing would 
induce them to offer quarter to tenants whose 
combinations had forced this measure from 
justice. Tenants were placed outside of the 
pale of the law which their own sacrifices had 


won. The whole strength of coercion for the. 


past four years had been directed to inflicting 
vengeance upon them and utterly exterminat- 
ing them by way of a warning to the rest of 
the Irish tenantry. The Irish people, on the 
other hand, have made these men’s cause 
theirown. They had determined, at all haz- 
ards, not to let them fall a prey to the ven- 
geance of landlords and coercionists. The 
iatest and most signal proof of this 
determination was the case of New Tipperary, 
where the population of the whole town and 
two neighboring estates had given up. their 
streets and farmis en masse rather than. let 
their rents be used by Landlord Smith B 

in effecting the extermination of the Ponsonby 
tenantry. Bothin Engiand and Ireland it is 
recognized that the general election will turn 
upon the issue of a struggle between coercion 
and combination upon these estates. If the 
tenants could be broken by terrorism or star- 
vation, the government could carry whatever 
land purchase scheme they pleased and go to 
the country with a pean of triumph over the 
success of coercion.” 

THE ISSUE WOULD DEFEAT THEM. 

On the other hand, the address held, if Bal- 
four has to face a general election with the 
confession that landlord syndicates, with all 
their gold, and Dublin — with all its bay- 
onets and constables, have*failed to break the 
spirit of a couple of dozen ladies of the Irish 
tenantry, after all those years of merciless re- 
pression, the coercion policy, already disliked, 
will be overwhelmed with ignominy at the 
polls. One of our chief objects, it says, in 
America will be to explain the character of 
the struggle in Ireland and the system of 
coercion in force there. For the present 
the question of a national fighting fund and 
the question of a charitable fund are wholly 
separate. The danger of famine along the 
western portion of 1t6 western seaboard is un- 
questionabiy real and horrible. Nobody with 
less than Balfour’s capacity for heartless jokes 
could expect to deny or make light of it. The 
Irish party are watching the situation with 
the utmost solicitude. They have called for a 
bill suspending evictions for the non-payment 
of rent on a small holding inthe distressed dis- 
trict. A measure ot this kind combined with 
a large system of public works and a more lib- 
eral administration of the poor laws would go 
far to avert any danger of a general famine. 

The opinion of the Irish party is that. any 
general American fund secured in 
this time would probably have the effect of 
confirming Balfour's policy, leaving the relief 
of distress toa private initiative and after- 
wards boasting that distress was imaginary, 
while the large sums disbursed with an imper- 
fect knowledge of the circumstances of the 
country would inevitably find its way to the 
pockets of landlords, whom the prospect of 
American alms would encourage toextort rent 
from their families and the coercion-wronged 
tenantry. 

STORY OF THEIR ESCAPE. 

Mr. O’Brien told a reporter the story of the 
escape of Dillon and himself and apparently 
enjoyed the telling of it. Speaking of the 
situation in England he said the present par 
liament, with one exception, was the only one 
that remained in office so long. 

Messrs. Dillon and O’Brien spake of their 
enthusiastic receptionin France, and said the 
French public would undoubtediy help them 
financially if appealed to. 

Mr. Dillion asked if he had heard the state- 
ment here by some Lrishmen to the effcct that 
no money would be sent to Ireland to relieve 
distress, but only food and clothing. He said 
that would be foolish, for food and clothing 
could be bought in Ireland for the money it 
would take to transport them from America. 
They would, however, confer with the Irish 
committee here and formulate a plan. 

HOW THEY WILL PEOCEED. 

The pians of the Irish parliamentary mem- 
bers are as foilows: They will remain here 
until Wednesday afternoon, when they will 
go to Philadelphia. On Thursday evening 
they will address their first meeting in the 
(cademy. of Music there, at which Colonel 
McClure will preside. Another meeting 
will be held on the night follow- 
ing, over which Governor Beavers will be 
asked to preside. Two meetings will be ad- 
dressed in Boston on Sunday, and a meeting 
in New York will be held on Monday evening. 
Governor Hill may probably preside at this 
one, 

Tt. P. O’Connor will arrive here on Wed- 
nesday in time for the Philadelphia meetings. 
A meeting is to be held in Jersey City on 
November 14th, after this the delegation will 
divide into pairs and make addresses through- 
out the countrys. 

AN ADDRESS AND A RECER 

An address was read, signed by 
Hil), Mayor Grant, President Patrick Gleason,of 
municipal council, of national league; Eugene 
Kelly, chairman parliamentary fund associa- 
tion, and chief officers of the Irish societies. 

A reception was given Messrs. Dillon and 

O’Brien at the Hoffinan house tonight. Messrs. 
Harrington, Sullivan and Gill were also 
present. 
’ Mr. O’Brien said they waitedin Tipperary 
9 long as there seemed least a chance of 
foreing a prompt disposal of the charges. 
As soon as the tactics of the governinent were 
quite clear, they took leave to tumble their 
elaborate house of cards about their ears, and 
caine to appeal to America against Balfour’s 
ignoble dodge for starving out the tenantry 
whom he had failed to intimidate. They 
would return the moment their business here 
is quite finished. He said that, “it was with 
the view tocrushing the tenants’ combinagions 
that the prosecutions, batonings and lice 
outrages took place, and it was to prevent that 
that the Irish representatives came here.’’ 


The Cotton Still Burning. 

New York, November 2.—-The fire depart- 
ment here is carefully watcbing for any 
further outburst of fire from cotton in the hold 
of the steamer Lenoa, of the Mallory line, 
which was in a blaze last night. Two crews 
were engaged removing to lighters all the 
cotton in the hold of the vessel. The work 
will not be accomplished before tomorrow. 
The officers state that it will be impossible to 
estimate the damage until allthe cotton is 
taken out. There are 5,500 bales on board, the 
injury to which isyet unknown. The steam- 
ship is uninjured exceptfrom the effects of 
smoke and water on the paint and decorative 
work.

RESULT OF A PROTRACTED SPREE. 

Colonel Waiutties an Editor of Knoxville, 

Tenn., Drives a Knife Four Times _ 
Into His Own Body. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., November 2.—Colonel 
John M. Fleming, until recently editor of 
The Knoxville Evening Sentinel, attempted 
suicide this evening. He used an ordinary 
pocket knife. Placing it on his chest over -his 
heart, he hit the handle with his right hand 
driving the blade into his body. This was 
done three times, inflicting three big stabs. 

Finding that he had not succeeded in kill- 
ing himself by this means, he made several 
strokes across the left side of his neck in the 
region of the jugular vein, but failed to cut it, 
and was forced to desist from the loss 
strength. 

He was discovered about 6 o’clock, and med- 
ica] aid called. It was found that the knife) 
had hit the ribs and failed to penctrate thy 
vitals. 

The wounds are painful, but with no unfor- 
seen trouble he will speedily recover, The 
attempt at self-destruction appeared to result 
from a protracted spree, Colone| Fleming isthe 
man who so severely criticised Conctessman 
Phelan, of the tenth Tennessee district, last 
spring, for which he was challenged to fight a 
duél by the congressman, but declined. He is 
about sixty years old and a widower with 
grown children. ‘ 


THE MURDER OF FLORENCE HORNSBY. 


The Coroner Inyestigating--Arrest of a 
Negro--Threats of Lynching. 

Cotumsta, 8. C., November 2.—-[Special.]— 
Nothing important has transpired relating to 
the mysterious and horrible murder of 
Florence Hornsby, the pretty  fifteen- 
year-old girl, eight miles from this 
city last evening. The coroner has 
been upon the ground all day, and the sheriff 
tras taken charge of the case, but there is no 
evidence so far that will throw any light upon 
the case. 

Tonight ‘‘Dute’’ Hagood, a negro eightcer 
years old, was arrested. He was the man who 
first gave the alarm, and who discovered the 
dead body of the young lady. Several at- 
tempts were made to lynch the negro, but he 
was brought safely to Columbia and lodged in 
jail. 

From an examination of the ground fit 
seems that Miss Hornsby had walked down to 
the spring, When she was assaulted and thrown 
down. There was a terrible struggle at this 
place, where the fiend attempted to outrage 
the girl, but her desperate efforts to prevent 
him were successful, and she succeeded in 
breaking away and started to run towards her 
home, only 200 yards distant. 

Her assailant followed, and overtaking her 
when she had gone but fifty yards, caught her 
by the hair, pulled her head back and gave one 
deadly stabin the neck. She died in a few 
minutes. It is asserted now that the boy ar- 
rested is either the guilty one or.knows who 
he is. He was working very near by and 
must have seen what transpired. He gave 
away @knife that he had last night. The 
peoplein the neighborhood are terribly ex- 
cited, and had there not been grave doubts 
of Hagood’s guilt, and if he had not been hur- 
ried away, he would have certainly been 
lynched.

BODY SNATCHERS CAUGHT. 


Two Negroes Detected in the Act of Carry- 
ing Off a Dead Body. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., November 2.—[Special.} 
Great excitement was created in Murfrees- 
boro at an early hour this morning, when it 
became known that two negroes, Charles 
Catchey and A. Childress, had been arrested 
at Evergreen cemetery, a few miles from the 
city, for graye robbery. Catchey is from 
Nashville and Childress is a resident of Mur- 
freesboro. Grave-robbing has been practiced 
in Rutherfor@ county for years, but all at- 
tempts to effect the capture of the guilty 
parties were fruitless until midnight Jast 
night. Catchey went to Murfreesboro last 
evening, and, being suspected, he was 
closely watched. A®% a late hour Officers 
Arnold and Mosley drove to the ceme- 
tery and discovered the corpse of Laura 
Doment, a colored girl, lying inside the 
grounds. The officers concealed themselves 
and soon afterwards Catchey and Chiidress 
arrived, and halting at the cemetery secured 
the body and placed itin their buggy. They 
were about to drive away when the officers 
called upon them to surrender. Catchey at- 
tempted to draw a pistol, but the officers pre- 
sented arms and the two negroes threw up 
their hands. 

The prisoners were taken to Murfreesboro, 
where they gave bond for their appearance 
today, two local physicians signing the bond. 
Catchey, however, concluded to leave town, 
but his intention being anticipated he was met 
after going a short distance by three citizens 
of Murfreesboro, who disarmed him and took, 
him to jail. The body taken from the ceme- 
tery was reinterred at Catchey’s expense. 
The preliminary trial of the accused was set 
for this evening before a magistrate.

ACLOSE FIGHT IN SOUTH CAROLINA, 


In Which Both the Tillman and Haskell Men 
Claim They Will Be Elected—“Zeb” 
Vance in Charloatte. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., November 2.—[{Special.] 
The political situation in South Carolina 
tonight is a good deal more mixed and un- 
certain than it was six months ago. Both the 
Tillmanites and Haskellites’claim to be sure of 
the election, but as has been frequently stated 
in these dispatches, everything depends upon 
the negro vote. 

The Tillmanites claim nine-tenths of the 
which yote in the state, but this claim is out 
of the question. The Haskellites say thoy 
will poll at least from 25 to 30 per cent of the 
white vote and over 60 per.cont of the negro 
vote. The white vote registered is about 
65,000 and the negro vote about 110,000. The 
Hakellites claim that many of the white 
voters in the upper portion of the state have 
been disqualified, owing to neglect in having 
their registration certificates ewed. 

FEARS OF TROUBLE. 

Tho recent political affray at Timmonsville, 
in which Deas, the republican candidate for 
congressin the sixth district, and a white 
Haskellite were seriously wounded by a Till- 
manite, would seem toindicate that there is 
going to be trouble on election day, particu- 
lari? as the Tillmanites swear they will not 
allow the negroes to vote. 

it was developed today that the Haskellites 
are sending their tickets to the republican 
county chairman, and this is rousing the ire of 
the Tillmanites. 

The congressional contests are eyen more 
mixed. The doubtful districts are the first, 
fourth, sixth and seventh. The democrats are 
pretty sure of winning in the second, third and 
fifth. There are rumors thet both the Has- 
kellites and Tillmanites will use the knife 
very freely in some of the congressional dis- 
tricts. The situation is complicated.

Manager Cecil Gabbett, of the Central rail- 
road, and representatives of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers of the Central were 
to hold a conference yesterday in Savannah, 
at which the new contract between the road and 
the brotherhood was to be submitted for ratifi- 
cation, etc. 

The conterence was held according to ap- 
pointment. Engineers Kan and Waterhouse 
represented the Macon branch. General 
Manager Gabbett submitted the contract 
as drawn up for the road. The 
brotherhood’s representatives read _ it 
over very carefully, and then told 
the general manager they would like to sub- 
mit the contract tothe different branches of 
the brotherhood, and that the contract would 
be considered in meeting today, and that the 
Brotherhood representatives would meet the 
general manager againin Savannah on Mon- 
day morning at 10 o’clock. 

The general manager agreed to this. The 
contract for the new year beginning Novem- 
ber 1st differsin some particuiars from that 
just ended October 3lst. As not only a large 
number of engineers on the Central, but 
many on the other roads are _ inter- 
ested in this. matter, a few of the 
salient points on differences are here given. 

According tothe old contract freight and 
passenger train engineers are paid $4 per day 
including Sundays. By the new contract 
freight engineers are to paid 4 cents per 
mile for every mile traveled and passén- 
ger engineers 3 cents per mnile. 
The difference in price between 
freight and passenger engines is due to the 
fact that the schedule of tht freights is slower 
than that of the passenger trains. The new 
rule, it is claimed, will not require the employ- 
ment of as many men, as the engineers will be 
willing to run longer by the mileage 
rule than they do when their pay 
is $4 per day. In other words, they 
will be wiiling to work more hours than they 
do now. Forinstance,if an engineer arrives 
in Macon at 9 o’clock this morning, there is 
nothing in the eld contract that can force him 
to go to work again until 6 o’clock tomorrow 
morning, but by being paid mileage he would 
consent to mo a train out tonight and 
not wait until morning. It is 
claimed that by the mileage rule 
an engineer on the Atlanta division can make 
in three days $12.27, whereas by the old_ con- 
tract he gets only $12.00 in three days. Intbe 
course of thirty days 27 cents extra every 
three days amounts to a nice little sum. 

The pay of the firemen will be just half 
that of the engineers, towit: Freight train 
firemen will receive 2 cents per mile, and pas- 
senger firemen 15 cents per-mile. The mile- 
age rule prevails on nearly all railroads. 

Change second: By the old contract engi- 
neers receive 25 cents per hour for all delays 
over two honrs after regular schedule 
tine. By the new rule they will 
receive 36 cents per hour for ail delays over 
one hourand thirty-five minutes after regular 
schedule. 

Change third: By the old contract freight 
engineers can leave their engines in the yards 
whether the hostier ison hand or not, and the 
engineers are not uired to go 
to the roundhouse ani report, but 
can immediately go.home or go up 
town. The hostler is fequired to take the 
engine to the roundhouse and report. 

By the new contract when a freight 
engineer carries his engine into the 
yard he will be required either to 
wait at bis engine until the hostler arrives or 
the engineer must go to to the roundhouse 
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the agreements or stipniations of the 
contract, he is to be dismissed from 
the employment of the read. This stipulation 
does not appear in the new contract at all, 
bat when an engineer violates the contract & 
committee of the brotherhood can appear be- 
fore the officials of the roadk to lay the case 
before them for investigation, ete. 

The above are the leading features 
of the new contract. It is not known whether 
or wot the contract is agreeable to the Brother- 
hood. The Macon branch had a meeting this 
afternoon to decide the matter, and Represent 
atives Ran and Waterhouse will return to 
Savannah tonight to be present at the confer- 
ence tomorrow morning with the gener@l 
manager. 


THEY REFUSED TO RESCIND 
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The Resolution, instructing Calvin to Vote 
Against Gordon.

PREACUES .N INTERESTING SER- 
MON TOA LARG FACONGREGATION 
At the Bishop Hendrix Mission—Jimmy 
Cook, the Boy Preacher, Also Exhorts 
the People to Cume to Christ. 

The chance! of the Bishop Hendrix Mission 
chureh presented a scene of puritanical sim- 
plicity yesterday morning. But in the back- 
ground, against the wali, there stood an em- 
blem more significant than the most lavish 
and magnificent decoration—the prize banner 
of the Fulton County Sunday School Associa- 
tion, which has for two seasons been held by 
the Hendrix Mission Sunday school as the best 
singing school in the association. 

The church was crowded with the little 
ones at the 11 o’clock Sunday school 
session, who had come to hear the words of the 
scripture as they fell from the lips of little 
Jiminie Cook, the boy preacher. 

Alter the preliminary singing of hymns and 
a few words of introduction by Captain E. M. 
Roberts, tho superintendent, Jimmy arose 
and, in aclear, boyish voice, spoke to those 
nssembled, among whom were many adults, 
for over thirty minutes upon the teachings of 
Christ, urging them to tako advantage of the 
opportunity of placing themselves under the 
divine guidance. 

At the close of the little fellow’s talk the 
whole congregation pressed forward and one 
by one shook him by the hand, many being 
affucted to tears. 

After anintervening prayer and hymn of 
praiso the Hon. Robert Todd, senator-elect 
from this district, commenced an earnest and 
‘forcible sermon on plain truths to tho 
congregation, the auditorium being by this 

time filled to its utmost capacity, many of the 
children remaining to the church service. 

‘'T am here by invitation to speak to you to- 
day,’ began Mr. ‘odd, “and I hope that all 
whom I see before me are actuated by pure 
motives in londing their presence to the occas- 
ion. Those, if there are any, who are here 
out of curiosity should dismiss suck thoughts 
from their mind upon entering the house of 
God, and direct their sole thoughts to the sub- 
ject before them—the worship of God.” 

Mr. Todd then addressed himself to the 
Bible, reading therofrom seventeen verses 
from the eleventh chapter, of the first epistie 
of John, ali of which appertained particularly 
to the children. Hethen read the text of his 
sermon, being the second estle of Peter‘ 
im. 18: “But grow in grace and in the 
knowledge of Our Lord and Savior.”’ 

“Grace,”’ said the speaker, ‘means favor, 
and isa word of frequent occurrence in the 
scriptures. Itisamuch misunderstood word, 
and some very peculiarideas of its true sig- 
nificance are widely prevalent. Many think 
that the possession ofthe grace of God will 
shield them from all manner of evil and possi- 
ble harm, but I would tell them otherwise. 
The divine grace stimulates and sustains man 
tothe accomplishment of the scemingly im- 
possible for the betterment of the world. God 
works through man’s abilities, natural and ac- 
quired, and fills him with the strength and 
inspiration to overcome obstacles. 

“Grow in knowledge. Knowledge is brought 
about by study, reflection. The divine inter- 
pretation of a growthin knowledge is a reali- 
zation of the power and will of Ged, and deep 
and abiding faith in Him. 

“Development is the natural law of the 
universe. The arrest of development means 
decay, demolition. A tree that stops growing 
dies; a river that stops running stagnates. The 
tree starts as a little sprout, receiving its nour- 
ishment literally from the salt of the earth. 
Gradually it starts upward, spreads its roots, 
takes on new branches,i:which themselves 
spread outward from the. mother trunk, and, 
in time, through the process of development, 
becomes a mighty leviathan of the forest. So 
with achild. It is bornacrude, helpless atom 
of humanity, without the power of speech and 
its mind a blank. But God,in all his wise 
foresight and providence, has equipped the 
mother parent with a natural adaptation for 
the care and protection of the babe. It gets 
its nourishment and sustenance from the 
mother’s breast, which furnishes a food that 
for the helpless infant is perfect. Now, here 
is where the mother should entertain a 
thorough realization of the great responsibility 
which rests on her shoulders, and govern her- 
‘spolfaccordingly. If she eatsof only whatis 
wholesome and life-giving herself, it affects 
the child likewise, who profits thereby and 
partakes of a healthy development. On the 
other hand,if she is careless and eats of 
food that is bad, the child receives its concen- 
trated adverse force and is taken sick, and is 
dosed with medicines to overcome the bad 
effect.

When they do 
that we know that they are making lungs; 
when they run and romp they are making 
muscle and are assisting nature in their devel- 
opment. 

“Activity isalaw ofnatpre. What an arm 
the blacksmith develops as he stands day 
after day and pounds molten iron! 
The: pedestrian develops legs of 
great size and strength as he 
tramps long distances. Activity is the life of 
the child and is the naturai outlet for all his 
surplus animal spirits. As he grows in age 
and size he becomes strong in consequence, 
and-at the right time finds himself fully 
equipped to cope with the stern realities of tie 
world. 

** ‘Grow in grace’—-man must be capable of 
developing a spiritual as well as a physica! 
side. The spirit must be reached through the 
mind. If the man has no snind then he is an 
animal, and his emotional nature must be ap- 
pealed to. Our Savior always directed his en- 
treaties to the highest partof man—the mind— 
and if he failed there he essayed other meth- 
Oas.

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HE DID NOT SPEAK. 
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CAPTAIN DOYLE’S APPOINTMENT AT 
BRUNSWICK. 


A Crowd of Kepublicans Disappointed at the 
Non-Appearance ot Their Congres- 
sional Candidate. 


Brunswick, Ga., November 2.—[Special.]—- 
Captain M. J. Doyle returned yesterday from 
Brunswick,where he said he delivered a speech 
on “Protection,” and felt indignant at The 
Brunswick Times, saying he did not appear.

The facts in the 
case aro these: Doyle isa republican candi- 
date for congress. He was booked to speak 
here Friday of last week. Owing 
ts an ulcorated sore throat the meet- 
ing was postponed until the following 
Friday. Doyle arrived on time, but he did 
not address the meeting at night. The Bruns- 
wick Times in the next issue following pub- 
lished an article out of sympathy, excusing 
Doyle and pleading that the coldness of his 
reception by prominent local politicians caused 
him to change his mind about speaking. For 
similar reasons other newspaper men made the 
same excuses for him. How Uncle Doyle 
appreciated the courtesy from the reporters is 
seen by his denial, and now to protect 
themseives, the true reason for his not 
speaking is given, viz.: Doyle arrived on a 
srunswick and Western train at 7:30 o’clock a. 
m., proceeded tothe Central hotel, and was as- 
signedto room 6.He then proceeded toa barroom 
on Oglethorpe street, and there was found 
about 10 o’clock by John D. Donnelon, lately 
of Savannah. Several! drinkshad passed down 
Doyle’s throat, and after visiting other saloons, 
and repeating tho dose at each, he became 
joaded, and Deputy Collector of Port Att- 
wood, who afterwards joined them, finally di- 
rected his steps back tothe hotel, where he 
was seated ut the dinner table.

Why, Isaiah knew it was round thousands o 
years before, when in the Bible he said: ‘‘The 
Lord sitteth upon the circle of the earth.” 
Scientists toiled on for centuries and found out 
refraction, or ‘that the rays of light when 
touching the earth were not straight, but bent 
orcurved. Why, Job knew that when ages 
before in the Bible he wrote of the light: ‘‘It 
is turned as clay to the seai.’”’ 

In the old cathedrals of England, modern 
painters in the repair of windows are trying to 
make something as good as the window paint- 
ing of 400 years ago and always failing by the 
unaniinous verdict of all who*examine and 
compare. The color of modern painting fades 
in tifty years while the color of the old masters 
is as wel] preserved after 590 years as after one 
year. I saw last winteron the walls of ex- 
humed Pompeii paintings with color as fresh 
as though made the day before, though they 
were buried 1,800 years ago. he making of 
Tyrian purple is an impossibility now. In our 
modern potteries we are trying hard to make 
cups and pitchers and bowls as exquisite as 
those ec \humed from Herculaneum, and our 
artificers are attempting to make jewelry for 
ear and neck and finger equal] to that brought 
up from the mausoleums = of — 2,000 
years before Christ. We havo in our 
time glassin all shapes and all colors, but 
Pliny, more than 1500 hundred vears ago, de- 
scribed a malleable glass which, if thrown 
upon the ground and dented,couid be pounded 
straight again by the hammer, or could be 
twisted around the wrists, and that confounds 
all the glass manufactories of our own time. I 
tried in Damascus, Syria, to buy a Damascus 
biade, one of those awords that could be bent 
double or tied into a knot without breaking. I 
could not get one. Why? The nineteenth 
century cannot make a Damascus blade. If 
we go onenlarging our cities we may after 
awhile getacity as large as Babylor, which 
was five times the size of London. 

These auueducts of Solomon that I visit to- 
day, finding them in good condition 3,009 years 
after construction, make me think that the 
world may have forgotten more than it now 
knows. ‘The great honor of our age is not ma- 
Chinery, for the ancients had some styles of it 
more wonderful; nor art, for the ancients. had 
art more exquisite and durable; nor architec- 
ture, for Roman Coliseum and Grecian Acro- 
polis surpass all modern architecture; nor 
cities, for some of the ancient cities were 
larger than oursin the sweep of their pomp. 
Kut our attempts must be in moral achieve- 
ment and gospei victory. In that we have 
already surpassed them, and in that direction 
iet the ages push on. Let us brag less of 
worldly- achievement, and thank God for 
moral opportunity. More good men and good 
women 1s what the world wants. ‘Toward 
moral elevation and spiritual attainment let 
the chief struggle be. The source of ali that 
I will show you before sundown of this day, 
ou which we have visited the pools of Solo- 
mon, and the gardens of the king. 

We are on this Decembor afternoon on the 
way to the cradle of Him who called Himself 
greiter-than Solomon. Weare coming upon 
the chief cradle of all the world, not lined 
with satin, but strewn with straw, not sheltered 
by a palace, but covered bya barn, not pre- 
sided over by a princess, but hovered over bya 
peasant girl; yet a cradio the canopy of which 
is angelic wings, and the lullaby of whichis the 
first Christmas carol ever sung, and from which 
al! the events of the past, and all the events of 
the future have and must take date as being 
B. C. or A. D.—betore Christ or after Clirist. 
All eternity past occupied in getting ready for 
this cradle, and all eternity to come to be em- 
ployed in celebrating its consequences. 

[ said to the tourist companies planning our 
oricntal journey, "Put us in Bethlehem in 
December, the place and the month of our 
Lord’s birth,’’ and we had ourwish. [am 
the only man who has attempted to tell how 
Bethlehem looked at the season Jesus was 
born. ‘Tourists and writers are there in Feb- 
ruary or March or April, and when the valleys 
are an embroidered sheet of wild flowers, and 
anemones, and ranuncuius are fiushed as 
though from attempting to climb the steeps, 
and lark and bullfinch are flooding «the air 
with bird-orchestra. But [ was there in De- 
cember, a winter month, the barren beach be- 
tween the two oceans of redoience. I was told 
I must not go there at that season, told so be- 
fore I started, told soin Egypt; the books told 
me so; ail travelers that Il consulted 
aboutit told me so. But I was determined 
to see Bethichem the same month in which 
Jesus arrived, and nothing could dis- 
suade me. WasI not right in wanting to 
know how the Holv Land looked when Jesus 
came toit? He did not land amid flowcrs and 
song. When the angel! chanted on the famous 
birth night, all the fields of Palestine were 
silent. The glowing skies were answered by 
gray rocks. As Bethlehem stood against a 
bleak wintry sky,I climbed up to it, as 
through a bleak wintry sky Jesus descended 
upon it. His way down was from warmth to 
chiil, from bloom to barrenness, from ever- 
lasting June to a sterile December. If I were 
going te Palestine as a botanist, and to study 
the flora of the land, I would goin March, but 
T went as a minister of Christ to study Jesus, 
and sol wentin December. I wanted to sce 
how the world’s front door looked when the 
heavenly stranger entered it. 

The tuwn of Bethlchem, to my surprise, is 
in the shape of a horse shoe, the houses ex- 
tending ciear onto the .prongs of the horse 
shoe. The who!e scene is more rough and rude 
than can be imagined. Verily, Christ did not 
choose a soft, genial place in which to be born. 
The gate through which our Lord entered this 
world was a gate of rock,a hard, cold gate, 
and the gate through which he departed was a 
swing-gate of sharpened spears. We enter a 
gloomy church buiit by Constantine over the 

lace in which Jests wasborn. Fifteen lamps 

urning day and night, and from century to 
century light our way tothe spot wirich ail 
authorities, Christian and Jew and Mohamme- 
dan, agree upon as being the place of our 
Savior’s birth, and covered by a marble slab, 
ynarked by a silver star sent from Vienna, and 
the words: “Here Jesus Christ was born of 

Tirg:in Mary.” ; 

wg Bi ne me SE) I thought, thongh this 
is the piace of the nativity, how different the 
surroundings of the wintry night in which 
Jesus came! At that time it wasa khan ora 
cattle pen.

The way the cradle rocks, the world rocks. 
God bless the mothers all the world over! The 
cradles decide the destinies of nations. In ten 
thousand of themare, this moment, the hands 
that will yet give benediction of mercy or hurl 
bolts of doom, the feet that will mount the 
steeps toward God or descend the blasted way, 
the lips that will pray or blaspheme. Oh, the 
cradle! It is more tremendous than the grave. 
Where are most.of the leaders of the twentieth 
century soon to dawn upon us? Are they on 
thrones? No. Inchariots? No. In pulpits? 
No. In forums? No. In senatorial halls? No. 
In counting houses? Ne. They are in the 
cradle. The most tremendous thing in the 
universe, and next to God, is to be a mother.

Great cradies, in which the John 
Wesleys, and Jolin Knoxes, and the John 
Masons lay, for from them came forth an all- 
conquering evangelization. 
eradie in which child ever slept, or woke, 
laughed or cried, was the cradle over which 
Mary bent, and to which the wise nen brought 
frankincense, and upon which the heavens 
dropped song. Had there been no manger, 
there had been no cross. Had there been no 
Bethlehem, there had been no Golgotha. 
Had there been no incarnation, there had been 
po ascension. Had there been no start, tuere 
had been no close. 

Standing in the chill khan of a Savior’s hu- 
miliation,and seeing what He did for us, I ask 
what have we done for Him? “There is 
nothing I can do,’’ says one. <As Christmas 
was approaching the village church, a good 
woman said toa group of girls in lowly and 
straightened circumstances: ‘‘Let all now do 
something for Christ.’’

is. the ancient waterworks of Jerusalem, 
gud the gardens of a king nearly three thou- 
sand yearsago. Wecross the aqueductagain 
and again, and here we are at the three great 
reservoirs, not ruins of reservoirs, but the res- 
ervoirs themselves, that Solomon built three 
millenniums ago for the purpose of catching 
the motintain streams, and passing them to 
Jerusalem to slake the thirst of the city, and 
nlso to irrigate the most clorious range of gar- 
devs that ever bloomed with all colors, or 
breathed with a!! redolence, for Solomon was 
the greatest horticulturist, the greatest bota- 
nist, the yreatest ornithologist, the greatest 
eapitalist, and the greatest scientist of his 
century. 

Come over the piles of gray rock, and here 
we areat the first of the three reservoirs, 
which are on three great levels, the base of the 
top reservoir higher than the top of the second, 
the base of the second reservoir higher than 
the top of the third, so arranged that the 
waters gather from severa) sources above shall 
descend from basin to basin, the sediment of 
the water deposited in each of the three, so 
that py the time it gets down to the aqueduct 
Which isto take it to Jerusalem, it has had 
three filterings, and is as pure as when the 
clouds rained it. Wonderful specimens of 
masonry are these three reservoirs. ‘The white 
cement fastening the blocks of stone together 
isnow justas when the trowels 3,000 years 
agosmoothed the layers. ‘The highest res- 
ervoir, 380 feet by 225); the second, 425 feet by 
160, and the lowest reservoir, 589 feet by 169;

One day, after getting back from his 
meming ride and before the horses had yet 
been cooled off and rubbed down by the royai 
eqnerry, Solomon wrote the memorable words, 
following my text, like a dirge played aftera 
gtand march, “Behold, all was vanity and 
Vexation of spirit, and there was no profit 
wider the sun.’

Oh, 
0! Solomon announces in Ecclesiastes, where, 
first having shown that he understood the 
spinal cord, silver-colored as itis, and that it 
relaxes in old age, *‘the silver cord be loosed,’’ 
goes oh to compare the heart to a pitcher at 
the well, for the three canals of the heart do 
receive the blood like a pitcher, “or the pitcher 
be broken at the fountain.’”?” What is that but 
the circulation of the blood, found out 2,600 
years before Harvey was born? After many 
centuries of exploration. and calculation, as- 
tronomy finds out that the world is round. 
Why, Isaiah knew it was round thousands o 
years before, when in the Bible he said: ‘‘The 
Lord sitteth upon the circle of the earth.” 
Scientists toiled on for centuries and found out 
refraction, or ‘that the rays of light when 
touching the earth were not straight, but bent 
orcurved. Why, Job knew that when ages 
before in the Bible he wrote of the light: ‘It 
is turned as clay to the seal.” 

In the old cathedrals of England, modern 
painters in the repair of windows are trying to 
make something as good as the window paint- 
ing of 400 years ayo and always failing by the 
unanimous verdict of all who*examine and 
compare. The color of modern painting fades 
in fifty years while the color of the old masters

The making of 
Tyrian purple is an impossibility now. Inour 
modern potteries we ure trying hard to make 
cups and pitchers and bowls as exquisite as 
those ec .humed from Herculaneum, and our 
artificers are attempting to make jewelry for 
ear and neck and finger equal to that brought 
up from the mausoleums of 2, 
years before Christ. We havo in our 
time glassin ail shapes and all colors, but 
Pliny, more than 1500 hundred vears ago, de- 
scribed a malleable glass which, if thrown 
upon the ground and dented,couid be pounded 
Straight again by the hammer, or could be 
twisted around the wrists, and that confounds 
ail the glass manufactories of our own time.’ I 
tried in Damascus, Syria, to buy a Damascus 
biade, one of those awords that could be bent 
double or tied into a knot without breaking. I 
could not get one. Why? The nineteenth 
century cannot make a Damascus blade. If 
we go onenlarging our cities we may after 
awhile get a city as large as Babylor, which 
was five times the size of London. 

These agueducts of Solomon that I visit to- 
day, finding them in good condition 3,009 years 
after construction, make me think that the 
world may have. forgotten more than it now 
knows. The great honor of our age is not ma- 
Chinery, for the ancients had some styles of it 
more wonderful; nor art, for the ancients had 
art more exquisite and durable; nor architec- 
ture, for Roman Coliseum and Grecian Acro- 
polis surpass all modern architecture; nor 
cities, for some of the ancient cities were 
larger than ours in the sweep of their pomp. 
Rut our attempts must be in moral achieve- 
ment and gospei victory. In that we have 
already surpassed them, and in that direction 
let the ages push on. Let us brag less of 
worldly achievement, and thank God for 
moral opportunity. More good men and good 
women is what the world wants. ‘Toward 
moral elevation and spiritual attainment let 
the chief struggle be. The source of all that 
I will show you before sundown of this day, 
on which we have visited the pools of Solo- 
mon, and the gardens of the king. 

We aro on this December afternoon on the 
way to the cradle of Him who called Himself 
greater than Solomon. Weare coming upon 
the chief cradle of all the world, not lined 
with satin, but strewn with straw, not sheltered 
by a palace, but covered bya barn, not pre- 
sided over by a princess, but hovered over bya 
peasant girl; yet a cradio the canopy of which 
is angelic wings, and the lullaby of which is the 
first Christinas carol ever sung, and from which 
all the events of the past, and all the events of 
the future have and must take date as being 
B. C. or A. D.—betore Christ or after Ci:rist. 
All eternity past occupied in getting ready for 
this cradle, and all eternity to come to be em- 
ployed in celebrating its consequences. 

I said to the tourist companies planning our 
oriontal journey, ‘Put us in Bethiehem in 
December, the place and the month of our 
Lord’s birth,’’?’ and we had our wish. Iam 
the only man who has attempted to tell how 
Bethlehem looked atthe season Jesus was 
born. Tourists and writers are there in Feb- 
ruary or March or April, and when the valleys 
are an embroidered sheet of wild flowers, and 
anemones, and ranuucaius are flushed as 
though from megan ee to climb the steeps, 
and jark and bullf 
But { was there in De- 
cember, a winter month, the barren beach be- 
tween the two oceans of redoience. I was told 


I must not go there at that season, told so be- 


fore I started, to!d soin Egypt; the books told 
me so; ail travelers that I consulted 
aboutit told me so. But I was determined 
to see Bethichem the same month in which 
Jesus arrived, and nothing could dis- 
suade me. WasI not right in wanting to 
know how tire Holy Land looked when Jesus 
came toit? He did not land amid fowcrs and 
song. When the ange! chanted on the famous 
birth night, all the fields of Palestine were 
silent. The glowing skies were answered by 

ray rocks. As Bethlehem stood against a 
Sicak wintry sky,I climbed up to it, as 
through a bleak wintry sky Jesus descended 
upon it. His way down was from warmtl to 
chill, from bloom to barrenness, from ever- 
lasting June to a sterile December. If I were 
going to Palestine asa botanist, and to study 
the flora of the land, I would go in March, but 
I went as a minister of Christ to study Jesus, 
and sol wentin December. I wanted to sce 
how the world’s front door looked when the 
heavenly stranger entered it. 

The town of Bethlchem, to my surprise, is 
in the shape of a horse shoe, the houses ex- 


tending ciear onto the _prongs of the horse } 


shoe. The whole scene is more rough and rude 


than can be imagined. Verily, Christ did not 


choose a soft, genial place in which to be born. 
The gate through which our Lord entered this 
world was a gate of rock,a hard, cold gate, 
and the gate through which he departed was a 
swing-gate of sharpened spears. We enter a 
gloomy church built by Constantine over the 

lace in which Jesus wasborn. Fifteen lamps 

urning day and night, and from century to 
century light our way tothe spot which ail 
authorities, Christian and Jew and Mohamme- 
dan, agree upon as being the place of our 
Savior’s birth, and covered bya marble slab, 
inarked by a silver star sent from Vienna, aud 
the words: “Here Jesus Christ was born of 

Virgin Mars.”

is the piace of the nativity, how different the 
surroundings of the wintry night in which 
Jesus came! At that time it wasa khan ora 
cattle pen.

The gardens of Solomon we visited this 
morning were only a t of what all the 
world will be when this illustrious peér- 
sonage now born’ shall have com- 
pleted his mission.

Standing here at Bethlehem, do you not 598 
that the most honored thing in all,the earth is 
the cradie? To what else did loosened star 
ever point? to what else did heaven lower bal- 
conies of light filled with chanting immortals? 
The way the cradle rocks, the world rocks. 
God bless the mothersall the worldover! The 
cradles decide the destinies of nations. In ten 
thousand of themare, this moment, the hands 
that will yet give benediction of mercy or hurl 
bolts of doom, the feet that will mount the 
steeps toward God or descend the blasted way, 
the lips that will pray or blaspheme. Oh, the: 
cradle! It is more tremendous than the grave. . 
Where are most of the leaders of the twentieth 
century soon to dawn upon us? Are they on 
thrones? No. Inchariots? No. In pulpits? 
No. In forums? No. In senatorial halls? No. 
In counting houses? Ne. They are in the 
cradle. The most tremendous thing in the 
universe, and next to God, is to be a mother. 
Lord Shaftesbury said: “Give me a genera 
tion of Christian mothers, and I will change 
the whole phase of society in twelve months. 
Oh, the cradie! Forget not the one in which 
you were rocked. Though old and worn out, 
that cradle may be standing in the attic or 
barn. Forget not the foot that swayed it, the 
lips that sang over it, the tears that dropped 
upon it, the faith in God that made way for it.

That was a great cradle in 
which Daniel O’Connell lay, for from it 
came forth an eloquence that will be in- 
spiring while men have eyes to read, or ears to 
hear. That was a great cradle in which Wash- 
ington lay, for from it came forth the happy 
deliverance ofa nation. That was a great 
cradle in which John Howard lay, for from it 
came forth a mercy that wiil not cease until 
the last dungeon gets the Bible, and light, and 
fresh air. Great cradles, in which the John 
Wesleys, and John Knoxes, and the John 
Masons lay, for from them came forth an all-+ 
conquering evangelization.

laughed or cried, was the cradle over which ] . 


Mary bent, and to which the wise jpen brought 
frankincense, and upon which the heavens 
dropped song. Had there been no manger, 
there had been no cross. Had there been no 
Bethlehem, there had been no Golgotha. 
Had there been no incarnation, there had been 
po ascension. Had there been no start, there 
had been no close, 

Standing in the chill khan of a Savior’s hu- 
miliation,and seeing what He did for us, I ask 
what have we done for Him? ‘There is 
nothing I ean do,’”’ says one. . As Christmas 
was approaching the village church, a good 
woman said toa group of girls in lowly and 
straightened circumstances: ‘Let all now do 
something for Christ.’’ After the day was 
over she asked the group to tell her what they 
had done. One said: ‘I could not do much, 
for we are very poor, but I had a beautiful 
flower I had carefully trained in our home, 
and I thought much of it, and I put that 
tlower on the church altar.’”’ And another 
said: ‘‘Icould not do much, for we are very 
poor, but I can sing a little, and so 1 went 
down toa poor, sick woman in the lane, and 
sang as well as I could, to cheer herup, a 
Christmas song.””

A Word to Democrats. 

We have a few plain remarks to make 
to democrats in Atlanta and in the fifth 
district. 

A tremendous effort has been made to 
arouse prejudice against the democratic 
candidate in this diserict. The most pre- 
posterous charges have been circulated 
against him—charges affecting his politi- 
cal and personal character. These charges, 
which are in the nature of sianders, 
have been circulated for the purpose of 
injuring his prospects as a candidate.

The programme is plain. 
The leaders of that party have organized 
a still hunt in this district, and the 
charges against Colonel Livingston are a 
part of the ammunition.

The democrat who 
fails to cast his vote, is, in effect, giving 
the republican candidate a vote, and this 
fact is thoroughly understood and appre- 
ciated by the leaders of that party.

Nothing is bought without some- 
thing sold. ‘The final test of every value of 
exchange is its use and enjoyment on the 
part of the consumer. What is called 
cheapness, after all, has reference only to a 
nominal price. 

In a vast country like this, thinly popu- 
lated, everything produced by the labor of 
man should be cheap, and the artificial con- 
ditions growing out of the McKinley bill are 
80 unjust and oppressive that they will not 
be accepted by a free peopie. 

In the past cheap things have produced 
the greatest and best men of the republic. 
Is there anything in our new civilization 
that requires a more expensive training for 
the leaders and developers of the country? 

Let this question be answered by the 
people. The best answer will be the verdict 
rendered at the polls. McKinleyism is on 
trial, and now is our chance to declare 
against it!

The Boston Advertiser favors the Me-

Besides the regular routine of business which 
was itself very entertaining, there was a most 
pleasant programme of music and 
lectures that combined to make 
the meeting enjoyable’ to all 
present. The church was crowded with mem- 
bers of every church in Atlanta. 

Introducing the programme, the choir sang 
&@ pretty hymn in a perfect manner. 

Rev. M. J. Cofer read part of the 119th 
Psalm, which was followed with prayer by Dr. 
Barnett. 

Again the choir sang a beautiful selection, 
after which the nominating committee was 
announced by the president as follows: M. M. 
Welch, W. H. Nutting and T. L. Langston. 

THE SECRETARY’S REPORT. 

Mr. M. M: Welch, secretary of the society, 
then read the following report for the year, 
which is interesting throughout: 

The active work of this society for 1889 was 
restricted to the first six months of the year. 
During that time the executive com- 
mittee employed Rev. F. M. Hay- 
good as colporteur, he having rendered faith- 
ful service which the committee desires thus 
publicly to acknowledge. : 

Following is a statement of the society’s 
work for the six months named: 

Number of families and business places 
visited, 5,240. 

Number of families found destitute of the 
Bible, 825. 

Number of destitute families supplied, 346.

DE. HOPKIN’S ADDRESS. 

Dr. J. S. Hopkins made a forcible little 
speech before the society, which will have a 
lasting effect.

within itself a thousand times over a book, 
which, though it is no history, contains histor- 
ical records that are the most important in the 
life of nations. 
_ “Tt is no book of science,” said Dr. Hop- 
kins, ‘and yet it contains facts that corroborate 
the greatest truths of science today; 
it is no. book of biography, but 
it covers the greatest lives «nown to the 
race of man. A book it is that is the hope of 
the world—a power behind every throne.” 

Dr. Hopkins showed how commendable was 
the work of the Atlanta Bible Society most 
forcibly. 

When he finished speaking the choir sung a 
hymn, and Dr. Hawthorne spoke. 

DR. HAWTHORNE’S ADDRESS. 

In the beginning of his remarks, Dr. Haw- 
thorne drew a picture showing how dismal 
would be the world were it not for the Bible. 

‘*T jove the old book,”’ said he, ‘‘for its di- 
vinity clears away all sceptiscism and human 
degradation; I love it becauso it is a comfort 
far superior to the literary gems of all the 
poets, and sweeter than the flow of music of 
all minstrolsy; I love it because it gives 
promise of a better land. 

‘‘Carry this promise to every home in this 
sweet land of ours, and we will have a better 
government and a happier people. 

‘‘Senator Ingalls said the other day that the 
ten commandments and the moral law were 
not needed in politics, but 1 want to say to 
you,my brethren,that therein lies the secret of 
national government.’’ 

Dr. Hawthorne - said that he could 
not.commend too forcibly the great work of 
the American Bible Association, when he con- 
templated the broadness of its purpose, and 
recalled now many volumes it scattered 
among confederate soldiers during the civil 
war.

MARTIN LUTHER. 

An Interesting Lecture Upon the Cele- 
brated Reformer by Rev. K.S. Barrett. 
The lecture by the Rev. R. 8S. Barreté at St. 

Luke’s cathedral on ‘‘Homes and Haunts of 

Martin Luther,’’ attracted a large audience 

last evening, nearly all the available seating

Luther was born just nine years before the 
discovery of America, and in early youth gave 
evidence of the genius that was in him, being 
an omniverous devourer of all the classics and 
heavy literature that came within his reach. 
Nothing of particular event characterized his 
life until the age of seventeen or eighteen, 
when one day, while walking with a friend in 
the fields, near his native. city, a storm over- 
took them and his companion was stricken 
deaa at his side by lightning. The sudden 
shock and the terrible evidence thus furnished 
of the existence of a Supreme God so filled 
him with a strange sense of fear and awe that 
for days he was prostrated. From this time 
on he 
study of all that pertained to the 
Supreme Being and to Christ. He rejected 
the ponderous illumined tomes that were filled 
with generalities about angels and so forth, 
but at last came in contact with an old monk 
who read tohim sections from the creed. The 
phrase, ‘‘belietfin the forgiveness of sins,” was 
immediately taken up by Luther, who pon- 
dered upon it long and earnestly, and - his 
whole after life bears evidence of the great 
effect it had upon him. 

His intense study of the scriptures and 
everything that pertained to them directly or 
indirectly, thoroughly filled him with a know]l- 
edge of them, and lefore reaching the age of 
twenty-six he was appointed to a professorship 
in the great{ university of Wittemburg. He 
preached there and became great, but gave 
utterance to doctrines that were utterly incon- 
sistent with the tenets of the Roman Catholic 
church. But he was honest and earnest and

REV, GEORGE L. CHANEY 


PREACHES HIS FAREWELL SERMON 
TO HIS CHURCHMEN. 


An Able and Impressive Sermon— He Will Be 
Missed in Atlanta and in His Churcii— 
Will Goto Birmingham. 


In bidding adieu to the congregation of the 
Church of Our Father yesterday, Dr. George 
L. Chaney preached a sermon that was inter- 
esting and able throughout and telling in its 
effect. 

Since he has been associated with this church 
as pastor, Mr. Chaney has won the admiration 
and reverential respect of every one who 
came to know him well, and it was a large 
crowd of friends and fellow-churchmen that 
gathered yesterday to hear his sermon, sorry 
that it was his last Sunday in the cosy lit- 
tle temple to the living Jehovah where his in- 
fluence had sway so long. 

Everybody is sorry .that Mr. Chaney 
has decided to leave Atlanta, and nowhere is 
this regret more genuine or more keenly felt 
than among the members of his church. 

AN IMPRESSIVE SERMON. 

After the choir had sung several beaatiful 
hymns and the preliminary service was 
gone through with, Mr. Chaney 
began his sermon by reading the following 
text, appropriate enough in his bearing on the 
occasion : 

Il Corinthians, chapter XII and verse 11: 
‘“Finaliy, brethren, farewell. Be perfect. Be of 
good comfort, be of one mind; live in peace. 
And the God of love and peace shall be with you,” 

‘“‘When Paul wrote these words to his church 
at Corinth,’’ said Dr. Chaney, ‘“‘he was not at 
the point of leaving them. He was already 
far away. 
north; but so present was he in heart and 
mind with his dearly loved people in 
Corinth that he ended his letter 
to them with a farewell as impressive and 
affectionate as if he wete really taking leave 
of them in person. 

‘‘What miracle workers letters are! They 
annihilate space. They are the wishing cap of 
fairy mythology. A man has 
put it on and forthwith he is in 
the presence of his friends, 
though they may be miles away. Tau! was 
with his church in Corinth when he was 
writing to them,and they were with him 
when they read his letters. 

“Sometimes I think friends mect more 
safely in their written correspondence than 
when they speak-face to face,’’ and from this 
point Dr. Chaney argued that written 
sermons were safer and more substantial than 
extemmporaneous verbal ones. He then took 
up the message of Paul to the Corinthians set 
forth in the text, and used it most appropri- 
ately inthe descripiion ofthe partings’ and 
greetings of this life. How full of warm affection 
and of friendiy advice that message was! 

‘‘Be of good comfort. Do not be discouraged. 
The way may be long, but so is eternity. Time 
asks no more of you than gradual progress in 
the right direction to doa little better and be 
a little better day after day. Nobody can be 
wise and virtuous by proxy. 

“We must live and Jearn oursélves. Only in 
the midst of it all there is comfort in the sym- 
pathy and good will of our friends. And that 
is what Paul offered his church when he wrote, 
‘Be of good cheer.’ ”’ 

And then Dr. Chaney urged the necessity of 
being of one mind, giving an indication of 
the unbounded comfort and happiness to be 
derived from such a course.

If 
you continue to live by the faith of your 
creed, then surely will the God of 
love and peace be with you.”’

He leaves Atianta~ Thursday for Birming- 
hani, where he wil! remain several days. He 
will preach in that city next Sunday.

Theo plan in brief is: 

Each ward is to be entitled to fifteen mem- 
bers of that committee, theso to be chosen at 
meetings held in the different wards. 

Then ten from the city at large. 

The method of appointing this ten will be 
determined upon by the city committee, as 
will the details of the ward meetings. 

Tonight’s meeting of the committee wiil be 
an important one, and a full attendance is 
desired.

You may be a voter in the state and county 
elections, but you may be excluded from the 
ballot box in tho city elections. 

There are two distinct registration laws in 


operation in this city. 
One is known asthe ‘Rice bill,’ and applies 
to voters who participate in county elections 


entirely. 

The requirements of this law are that each 
and every. voter shall have paid his taxes-— 
state and counjty—up to the year pre 
vious to that in which the election 
occurs, regardless of all city taxes. 

The other is a city ordinance, known as the 
‘*Tlutchison ordinance,’’ which is applicable 
alone to municipal élections. 

This ordinance went into effect on the first 
day of June, 1890, and since that time the 
registration books have been open at the oftice 
of City Tax Collector R. J. Grittin. 

The payment of taxes due the city does not 
necessarily include the registration of the 
voier who desires to cast his ballot in the city 
elections.

prepared for that purpose before his vote will 
be counted in the municipal elections. 

Tex Collector Griftin keeps tie registration 
books open from $ o’clock in the morning un- 
tiiG o'clock inthe afternoon, and will con- 
tinue to keep them open until 6 o’clock on the 
evening of November 25th, when the books 
will close for the present year. 

After that time no voter, even though he 
may have paid ail his state, county and city 
taxes, will be allowed to register; and as a 
matter of course nobody will be allowed to 
vote in the coming municipal elections except 
those who are legally registered.
